Candidates Meet the Campaign Committee 
and Hear Encouraging Reports from 
the Country Towns—A Few Ward Com- 
mitteemen, However, Are Not Attend- 
ing to Their Business—Chairman Cable 
Keeps a Tight Clutch on the Campaign 
Cash—Row Among Democrats. 


That the Republicans of the rural districts 
of Cook County are fully alive to the 
importance of the approaching election 
was proved yesterday by the large at- 
tendance of the members of the Cam- 
paign committee at the Republican head- 
quarters in response to the invitation of Chair- 
man Henry. About 100 committeemen, rep- 
resenting twenty-five townships, were there 
when the roll was called.

Mr, Barnes of Riverside sent an 
apology and promised that the work of organ- 
ization in his town would be attended to. 
Nearly all the Republican candidates were on 
hand to meet the committeemen. Chairman 
Badenoch and E. S. Conway and John Hum- 
phrey of the Campaign committee were also 
on hand. 

E. J. Whitehead of Cicero was called to the 
chair, and briefly commended those present 
for their zeal in the cause of Republicanism. 
He expressed satisfaction at the attendance of 
the candidates and at the interest manifested 
by the members of the Campaign com- 
mittee. Mr. Conway of the latter body 
promised the heartiest support of the 
Campaign committee to the rural Repub- 
licans. The committee relied on 
country towns for an old-time Republican 
majority of 5,000. The reports indicated effi- 
cient organization in the country districts.

Tonoxro, Ont., Sept. 27.—[Special.]—The 
Presbyterian Alliance convened in Cookes 
Church at 10 o’clock this morning. The ques- 
tion of closing the Chicago World’s Fair 
Sundays was reported upon by the Business 
committee and the council as holding the con- 
sensus of the reformed churches throughout 
the world expressed its cordial satisfaction 
with the action of the United States Congress 
in closing the Fair and expressing the opinion 
that this would tend to the better observance 
of the Lord's day. But this was not done 
without opposition of a certain kind. The 
Rev. Dr. Kerr of Glasgow moved as an 
amendment the original resolution which he 
had offered and which had been referred to 
the Business committee. It read: 

This council declares its admiration of the 


recent action of the Congress of the United States 
in favor of closing the gates of the Columbian 
Exposition on the Lord's day; expresses the 
ardent hope that there shall be no reversal of 
this action, and as a council holding the consensus 
of the reformed churckes specially rejoices in the 
decision as it illustrates the great scriptural 
doctrine of the binding obligation of the Lord's 
day on all peoples, and prepares the way for other 
public action and reform which would recognize 
the supreniacy of the Jesus Christ over 
nations, and promote the civil and religious 
prosperity of all communities. 

The Rev. D. J. Macdonnell wanted Dr. 
Kerr’s resolution used as the original motion 
and the committee’s report as an amendment. 
The Chairman ruled him out of order and he 
appealed to the whole council, who sustained 
the Chairman. 

A heated discussion arose. John Carlton, 
M. P., wanted the Fair closed Sunday, but he 
objected to Congress being singled out for ad- 
miration. Great Britain deserved some rec- 
ognition for what it had done in the past and 
several States of the Union had also placed 
themselves on record. He offered an amend- 
ment, which was an essay on the subject of 
Sabbath observance. On vote being taken 
the milder resolution of the committee was 
adopted.

It 
was a historical résumé delivered in the bro- 
ken language of the scholarly German with 
an attraction born of his peculiar pronuncia- 
tion of English. 

This afternoon the Rev. Dr. MacEwan of 
London presided. The Rev. Dr. Henderson 
of Paisley, Scotland, rend a paper on The 
Holy Spirit and the Rev. William Ross of 
Glasgow one on Revival.“ These papers 
were briefly discussed by various delegates. 

Replies to Dr. Tangley.

The Evening Session, 


At the evening session of the Pan-Presby- 
terian Council“ The Relation and Duty of the 
Church to Outside Societies Doing Christian 
Work was the subject of an interesting dis- 
cussion. Pithy and practical twenty-m.nute 
addresses were delivered by the Rev. Dr. Bur- 
rell, New York, the Rev. R. McCheyne Edgar, 
Dublin, the Rev. Dr. McKibben, Cincinnati, 
and the Rev. P. MvAdams Muir, Edinburg. By 
three the existence of the outside societies was 
attributed to the failure of the church in some 
of the most important fields of Christian re- 
form. The importance of bringing these aux- 
iliaries under the direction of the church Was 
emphaszed, although the speakers did not 
fail to recognize the good that they are ac- 
complishing.

SATISFACTORY GROWTH SHOWN. 


Wisconsin Congregationalists in Conven- 
tion at Milwaukee—No Sunday Opening. 

MiILwaukzn, Wis., Sept. 27.— [Special. 
Prof. A. O. Wright of Madison was chosen 
Moderator of the annual Congregational con- 
vention of Wisconsin, which was opened here 
today. The Rev. H. A. Miner, Registrar of 
the convention, read a report, showing the 
number of Congregational churches in Wis- 
consin to be 216, a gain of nine during the last 
year. Fifty-one of these churches, however, 
are without pastors. The total membership 
for Wisconsin is 16,000, a gain of 1,450 
during the year, and there are 104 Christian 
Endeavor Societies, with 4 membership of 
4,000. The annual contributions of the 
churches for benevolent purposes amounted 
to $44,000. At Darlington a $6,000 church has 
just been completed. At Evansville a poem 
age that cost 51.600 has been built. Kenosha 
has built a $7,800 parsonage. La Crosse has 
paid a $3,000 debt. A $4,000 church is built at 
South Kaukauna. The church that was burned 


dedicated a new church that cost $7,800. In 
Milwaukee the new Hanover Street Church 
has been completed and occupied. This after- 
noon the convention adopted resolutions pro- 
testing against the opening of the World’s 
Fair Sunday.

CLEVELAND SLUMPS ON THE TARIFF 
2 QUESTION, 7 

Tan Trisune stated several days ago that 
it had received information which warranted 
it in stating that Mr. Cleveland would, in his 
formal letter of acceptance, throw over the 
free trade plank on which he was nominated 
and replace it by some tariff straddle of his 
own devisirg. He hasdone so; but ‘not with 
that boldness and outspokenness which were 
to be expected of a big, brave Democratic 
leader. He has throttled the tariff plank of 
his party not with the jaunty audacity of Sen- 
ator Hill but in a stealthy, underhanded fash- 
ion, protesting meanwhile that his motives 
are so pure and so good! 

He starts off by asserting that a tariff duty 
is a tax, whose burden is felt so plainly that 
no sophistry can make people believe that it is 
paid by foreigners. He fails, however, to 
state the cardinal doctrine of his message of 
1887, that those who buy domestic goods of 
the same class as the dutiable imported ones 
pay a sum approximately equal to the duty to 
the home manufacturer. The omission was 
necessary. That doctrine would not have jibed 
with the conclusions he reaches. 

Then he proceeds to say that tariff taxes 
„are only justifiable when laid and collected 
for the purpose of maintaining our govern- 
ment, etc. This is taxation under the opera- 
tion of a tariff for revenue. The platform 
says tariff for revenue only, but Mr. Cleve- 
land leaves out the word only.“ Why? It 
would have been too palpably inconsistent 
with his argument. He fails also to say on 
what classes of goods the tariff taxes shall be 
laid. The Democratic platform says in effect 
non-competitive ones, but Mr. Cleveland says 
nothing on that point. He does not tell 
whether he wants duties put on both competi- 
tive and non-competitive goods, or if only one 
kind which one. This is surprising, because 
if a duty is levied on competitive goods pro- 
tection to the amount of the duty necessarily 
is given to competing domestic industries, and 
the manufacturers, according to the doctrine 
of the message of 1887, will be enabled to ex- 
tort illegitimate profits to the amount of the 
duty on all they sell. As Mr. Cleveland did 
not dare to say that competitive goods ought 
to be let in free it is easy to see why he did 
not repeat the free trade argument in his mes- 
sage of 1887, 

Nor does the Prophet state whether he is in 
favor of imposing high, low, or medium du- 
ties ou the classes of goods—he does not state 
which they are—he proposes to tax. So that 
up to this point all that the reader has 
learned from the letter is that tariff duties 
are taxes, and that Mr. Cleveland will keep on 
levying them if President, without saying on 
what scale he will do it, or on what articles. 

He gave in his message of 1887 a reason 
why competitive goods should not be made 
dutiable. The Democratic platform says a 
duty on them is unconstitutional and a rob- 
bery. He, however, cuts loose from his mes- 
sage and the platform, and pours out a flood 
of words, nearly all of them of portentous 
length, for the purpose of hiding his meaning 
and deceiving his readers. ; 

Then he sets in to attack protection, saying 


that the dogma that tariff protection is justi- 


fiable for the express purpose and intent 
of thereby promoting special interests 
and enterprises” is unconstitutional. It 
seems as if he never had read the preamble of 
the first tariff act, which says explicitly that 
one of the purposes of ite enactment is the 
encouragement of manufactures.” Of the 
men who passed that law many were mem- 
bers of the constitutional convention, and 
ought to have known if they were passing an 
unconstitutional act. 

But, passing that point, the present tariff 
law says nothing about the encouragement or 
protection of manufactures. Neither did the 
act of 1883. But Mr. Cleveland intimates that 
they were enacted for the purpose and in- 
tent’? of affording protection and are there- 
fore contrary to the spirit of the Constitu- 
tion.“ Will Mr. Cleveland explain what dif- 
ference the purpose and intent make to 
the consumer? Supposing there is a duty of 
50 per cent on woolens. One M. C. who 
voted for it says, I did so for revenue.“ An- 
other says, I did so for protection.“ A third 
says, I did so for revenue and protection.“ 
The consumer says, What do I care what 
you did it for? The effect, as far as I am con- 
cerned, is precisely the same in one case as in 
another. He judges of the duty by its effect 
on his pocketbook. Sodoes the Democratic 
platform, which says that duties the effect of 
which is to give protection are unconstitu- 
tional and a robbery. Mr. Cleveland says 
that the purpose and mtent’’ determines 
the constitutionälity, and that if aduty which 
affords high protection is imposed for the 
purpose and intent” of raising revenue 
then it 1s constitutional and is not a robbery. 
Is not the Prophet fooling with the ques- 
tion?

It is the sowing of the seeds of disease, in a mild 
form, in a constitutioa it is desired to protect 
from the ravages of the pest. It is tofortify the 
system against attack by impregnating it with 
an attenuated form of the deadly virus, in 
which it may be presumed the much-dreaded 
comma bacillus is able to exist and even 
thrive, but is shorn of the most dangerous 
part of its power. The principle is the same 
as that long since successfully advocated for 
the prevention of small-pox, and more re- 
cently for the warding off of rabies, typhoid, 
and many other disorders, It may be de- 
scribed by reference to an old saw as a hair of 
the dog the patient fears is about to bite him. 

The remedy is thus essentially homeopathic, 
though in a sense not usually understood to 
belong to that style of treatment. The idea 
of Hahnemann was that likes are cured by 
like ’’ (similia similibus curantur), the same 


— being available for cure as would 
e 


ause the disease in a person previously 
healthy. in the new method the remedy is 
applied first, being supposed to act on the 
plan of occupying the human frame with a 
tolerabie form of the disease so effectually 
and completely that tue more aggravated 
shape cannot find alodgment, The system 
is habituated to as much of the symptoms as 
it will bear, and thus does not experience the 
deadly shock due to the introduction of the 
virus into a frame unaccustumed to the stim- 
ulus. And there is a deep philosophy in this, 
for it is well known to be the intensity of the 
shock that kills. 

Yet it is too much to expect that the inocu- 
lating remedy for cholera will ever be a pop- 
ular one, or if so that it can be extended on 
the present plan to cover all cases of disease 
for which inoculation is now recommended as 
a preventive. Already the list is so long that 
the man anxious to obtain that kind of pro- 
tection from all the preventible ills that flesh 
is heir to would need to go the rounds in a 
long series of courses of treatment compared 
with which the training for a prize fight is 
child’s play. This will never do. Either the 
inoculation business must be given up in 
despair as too unwieldy for general use, or 
some simplification be arrived at by means of 
which one remedy will be found to guarantee 
the user against all or most of these diseases, 
and enable him, like Stanhope, to defy the 
grim monster on his own ground, 

Possibly such a cure-all will be found to ex- 
ist in the recently used sulphuric acid, or 
ozone, or both. These substances are fatal 
to the integrity of albuminoid forms, and itis 
of those that the death-working bacilli con- 
sist. If thesecan be reached, either in the 
lungs, which are the seat of consumption, or 
the lower small intestine (the ileum), which 
1s the seat of cholera, or any other part of 
the system, it should seem that they must 
succumb, no matter what the name of the 
complaint their ravages may cause. At least 
it should be no harm to throw out the sugges- 
tion that perhaps the differentiating work of 
the investigators will be rendered of little 
practical value by the discovery that all the 
death-working bacteria are equally amenable 
to some one simple but effective mode of 


treatment. 


IMPORTATION OF PAUPER LABOR. 

Mr. Cleveland tells the workingman that he 
is suffering from the importation and em- 
ployment of pauper labor.“ What does Mr. 
Cleveland mean? There is a law against the 
importation of pauper labor. Does he mean 
to say that it is being openly violated?

All men ought to 
know that the work done by paupers abroad 
and inthis country is nominal. They do not 
work effectively, for they cannot. They are 
sent to poorhouses because thy cannot work 
and care for themselves.

Cleveland must mean by “* pauper labor 
these workingmen who have found their way 
here from Europe within the last twenty years. 
Thirty thousand of them marched in proces- 
gion in this city on Labor day, and Mr. Cleve- 
land hopes to get most of their votes. But is 
he entitled to them, and should he get them, 
when he speaks of men who came here be- 
cause they preferred high protection wages to 
free trade European cheap pay as paupers ?

WHY STATE BANKS SHOULD NOT ISSUE 
NOTES. 

The junior Democratic organ has this in- 
dorsement of the most vicious plank in the 
platform of its party: 

The yawp of Lieut.-Gov, Ray at the Marquette 
club in this city on the subject of wildcat banks 
shows what cheap material Republicaus are in 
the habit of making State officers out of. Prob- 
ably it never occurred to this ignoramus that the 
State of IIlinois is quite as capable of establish- 
ing a sound currency as the United States of 
America are, Beeause the old State banks were 
unstable it does not follow that all such institu- 
tions must be so forever. There are State banks 
in existence today that are as sound as any na- 
tional bank, and only a fool would assume that a 
great State must necessarily go into the wildcat 
business if it sees fit to license banks of issue. 

There are State banks in Illinois at this 
moment which are as sound as any national 
bank, and whose depositors havg nothing to 
fear from any financial convulsion. But it 
does not follow therefrom that the notes 
which all the State banks might issue, if al- 
lowed to do so, would be as trustworthy as 
those of the national banks, or that even the 
soundest State institutions would be as well 
prepared to deal with a panic were they banks 
of issue as they are now. 

In the first place, no aggregation of private 
individuals should be allowed under the shel- 
ter of acharter from a State to issue due 
bills, draw interest on them, and force them 
into circulation as money. Supplying the cir- 
culating medium is one of the attributes of 
sovereignty—of the highest embodiment of 
sovereignty, the National Government—and 
should be exercised only by it, or under its 
immediate direction. The Constitution has 
taken from the States the power to coin 
money, and has also forbidden them to make 
anything a legal tender except gold and silver. 
They should not have the power indirectly to 
make money by permitting private individuals 
to flood the country with their shinplaster due 
bills, This country has had bitter experience 
with them. 

The next objection is a business one, based 
on experience, It is that State banks of de- 
posit should not be banks of issue, utiless 
their issues are protected as the national 
bank notes are now. One fact was observed 
over and over again during the long period of 
wildcat banking which followed the destruc- 
tion of the Bank of the United States by Gen. 
Jackson. That was, that whenever there was 
the least little flurry in the money market the 
notes of the States banks were sent in for re- 
demption as fast as possible. Banks whose 
organizers had gone into business intending 
to smash up were not bothered by this return 
of their notes. They cheerfully became in- 
solvent and held on to the property which 
they had obtained in exchange for their shin- 
plaster due bills. The note-holders got noth- 
ing. The dear public were confidenced and 
swindled. 

The managers of banks which had been or- 
ganized honestly became specially nervous 
when their notes began to pour in on them 
for redemption in coin. They had a double 
burden to bear. Tney had to look out for 
runs by their depositors also. Fearing a run 
they did not dare to pay out or loan out the 
notes they had redeemed for fear they might 
come right back again forredemption. Every 
bank in a money flurry set at work assorting 
and sending home for redemption all the 
notes of the other banks. This caused con- 
traction and intensified money scarcity, and 
as a consequence the banks called in their 
loans and refused to make new ones. There 
would be sharp, sudden contraction of the 
currency, which necessarily affected business 
very unfavorably, crippling hundreds and 
thousands of merchants and manufacturers, 
Furthermore, having a double danger to guard 
against, the conservative banks were more 
timid in their loans than they would have 
been otherwise, and they disliked to make long 
loans and wanted them on call, and then 
crushed their debtors when there was panic. 
This very conservatism of the honest banks 
played into the hands of the dishonest ones, 
and they poured out their shinplaster due 
bills in increasing quantities, knowing that 
the more they could float the greater would 
their gains be when the inevitable run for 
redemption in coin came. 

The financial unwisdom of allowing a State 
bank of deposit to issue notes was one of the 


reasons why Mr. Chase was so anxious to in- | 


troduce the national bank system. A national 
bauk which issues notes does not fear their 
presentation, nor has the holder any special 
reason to present them. For every $90 of 
notes United States bonds with a face value 
of $100 and a much greater actual value are 
peposited in the Treasury, and are a guaran- 
tee for the redemption of the notes. Hence it 
is that not a dollar has been lost on one of 
them, and there has been no run on any of 
them for redemption and no sorting of their 
notes by other banks to send them home for 
redemption. 

If State banks were allowed to go into the 
due bill business there would be a pretense in 
some States at imitating the above methods. 
But the notes, instead of being secured by 
government bonds, would be secured by rail- 
road, municipal, aud industrial stocks and 
bonds, and mortgages on lands not worth half 
the mortgages. In some States even these 
precautions would not be required. Prac. 
tically the ante-war system of wildcat bank- 
ing would be restored, one of the results of 
which was that in the single year 1841 hun- 
dreds of banks failed with an almost total 
loss to the holders of their issues. 

It is singular that a paper printed in a city 
of the financial importance of Chicago should 


— 


investigate and report how the expression of 
the popular will may be secured! But the

STANHOPE TAKES LEAVE OF HIS 
FRIENDS IN THE HOSPITAL. 


He Will, However, Remain Under Observa- 
tion in Comfortable Quarters, but Cut 
Off from the Outside World for Several 
Days—Typhus More Feared in Hamburg 

than Cholera—Five New Cases Develop 

on the Bohemia in New York Bay— 
Record of the Pest in Europe,

porr, Hamsure, Sept. 27.—The New York 
Herald’s European edition will publish to- 
morrow the following from its correspondent 
here: 

I have shed my white uniform and ten 
pounds of corporeal weight, and have now 
three days in which to reflect upon the events 
of the past week. I am quarantined, severely 
quarantined, under strict observance. 
As I have sown so am [I reaping. 
I took every measure to become infected 
with cholera bacilli, and Prof. Rumpf 1s now 
taking every meansto eradicate all cholera 
microbes from my person. If I get cholera 
His orders are com- 
plete isolation; meals to be served in my 
room; not a single visitor to be allowed me: 
confinement in the same room with a bath of 
strong sublimate; a total and entire change of 
clothes, under and over. 

Thus, in one fell swoop, all my wardrobe, 
including the bag I brought here, disappear. 
I might have taken them back, but they 
would be rotten and unwearable. I am in 
pavilion 23, room 7. Iam enjoying the lux- 
ury of a fine high room with electric lights 
and electric bell, comfortable, well ventilated, 
and above all things a cot which with the ex- 
ception of the dead man’s bed I have had none 
this week. So I have gazed curiously and in- 
terestedly at it and felt of it to make sure that 
it was real, : 

Had a Better Bed. 

Since that terrible night in Ward F T have 
slept on the floor in a room with many others, 
with only a blanket, straw mattress, and pil-

Yesterday as I was wishing good-by to 

my friends in Ward F, I was sitting on the

There is journalistic 
enterprise fur you! He had come ail the way 
from Berlin to see me, and the same evening 
flashed acolumn or so of interview over to 
the Worid. A representative of Hamburg’s 
Tageblatt also snatched a final interview 
this morning. 

After a petit dejeuner I took leave of my 
messmates free. They had been kind enough 
to give-me the head of the table. They were 
all nice gentlemen, these young fellows. 
Let me give you an idea of them. There was 
Ebrich on my right. He is a medical student who 
had come from Kiel when the epidemic broke 
out -and worked incessantly in the cholera 
wards. Hethinks he would like to be the 
Herald’s special correspondent. His nose, 
upper lip, and forehead are covered with 
scars. He has earned each one in a duel? Next 
to him was Max Krauze, who came 
from Hosteck, a handsome young 
man with a blonde mustache. He 
is a medical student, and has written some 
very good poetry. Peter von Bruiung, a 
Dutchman who has served in Ward F. with 
meas a nurse, and looks like Mr. Brandt, is 
destined to be a missionary. Bernhardt 
Wolters is a wild-looking, excitable lad 
who would also be a missionary. Kuhas, a 


- redheaded, bespeckled, good-natured German, 


who groans in his sleep and is a medical stu- 
dent, and another whose name I forget, are 
very refined youths ad pathological struck. 
Such was our mess as we sat round the huge 
brown coffee jug, shaped like a big Dutch 
frau wich we had cherished. 

Little Cash, but Good Hearts. 

J don't think any of us boasted of much 
hard cash, but their hearts were in the right 
piace, else they would not have faced the 
danger for nothing. The editor of the Berlin 
paper which so abused me would have a rough 
time if he had fallen among them. There 
was no mistake about the hearty hand- 
shake they gave me. As I turned to go 
into quarantine I passed one of tne women’s 
cholera wards. The sun wasshining brightly. 
It was a lovely morning. Through the win- 
dow came the sound of wany voices united in 
asimple German hymn. The voices were weak 
enough, but it was a gladsome sign. Whata 
change; aye, indeed, we see the pathetic side 
of life here. 

Misery, want, and typhus-fever are follow- 
ing the cholera scourge. As I write the rum- 
ble of the big two-horsed sick carriage is 
ominously frequent. They are not cholera 
cases, these latter which are now sent 
to the new barracks. They are 
typhus patients. Two cases have 
roiled by my windows within five minutes. 
One hundred and eleven cases were recorded 
in seven days, and it is getting much more 
serious. Misery is thus realizing all in this 
wealth-givi community, and has left 
Hamburg “destitute. Among the working 
class typhus has fastened its deadly grip. The 
authorities know this, and so it is that the 
cholera wards here are being cleaned vut with 
the utmost rapidity. 

Fear of Typhus Now, 


The authorities fear the epidemic of typhus 
will be just as deadly as that of cholera has 
been. Can it be that such a double course 
should smite this distraught city in the same 

ear? Then, indeed, would the plight of 

amburg be terrible. Yesterday I visited the 
new cholera barracks, ten minutes’ walk 
from ~~ here, at Frick Villa. It 
has been bought with the field attached to it. 
A cholera camp has been established here 
with perfect drainage. The roadways are 
there are washing, disinfecting, 
and asteam establishment. There are seven 
barracks, containing The arrange- 
ment of these barrack wards is admirable. 
Everything that is known to modern medical 
sanitary science has been introduced there. 

The whole is under direction of Dr. Rumpf. 
To Chief Engineer Meyer belongs the credit 
of the quick and effective work. its inspector 
is Herr Ruppel. Most of the patients are do- 
ing well. Nearly all of them came from here. 
There are only two out of a hundred that are 
likely to die. The Sisters of Charity are 
there as nurses dressed in their big, white 
tulle caps and dark dresses. Among the pa- 
tients are many children from 2 to 5 years 
old. Two are generally put together in a bed 
feet to feet. 

I stopped in front of one little, wan, worn 
chap. He might have been 2 or 3 years old. 
He had been. brought in and there was no 
name or address, nothing to identify him. No 
one has been to ask after him. Probably 
his parents are dead of cholera. Let me 
tell you that all the orphanages here are full 
to overflowing. Do any of the Herald’s read- 
ers wish to adopt any of poor little 
waifs? If so let them write to me. I will 
bring them along with me merely for the cost 
of the railway fare. .Now, then, who speaks 
first?

It was my 
intention originally to visit St. Petersburg, 
but having heard the cholera was dying out 
there I abandoned the idea. My experience 
within the last fortnight has con- 
vinced me that the panic in 
New York was uncalled for and hysterical. 
The danger from cholera lies entirely in the 
water supply. New York water is obtained 
from sources far less favorable to the de- 
velopment of cholera that drank in Ham- 
burg. New York has no contaminated rivers 
like the Elbe and Spree. I attribute the 
cholera at Hamburg entirely to Elbe water, 
and not to the Russian Jews. When in Ham- 
b I took no precautions.

RECORD OF THE PEST IN EUROPE. 


Statistics Show the Disease Is Decreasing— 
Drinking Infected Water at Berlin. 

Bertin, Sept. 27.—Notwithstanding the 
warnings that the River Spree is infected with 
cholera germs some of the bargemen persist 
in drinking water from the river. Today one 
of these bargemen was attacked with cholera. 
No other cases of the disease have been re- 
ported today. 

Sr. Pererssure, Sept. 27.—Twenty new 
cases of cholera and two deaths were reported 
here yesterday. Yesterday’s death list was 
the smallest since the disease appeared in an 
epidemic form in this city . 

Panis, Sept. 27.—There were reported in 
this city yesterday thirty new cases of cholera 
and thirteen deaths from the disease. 

Brussets, Sept. 27.— Two deaths from 
cholera were reported in Paturages today. In 
Anderiecht three new cases of cholera were 
reported. 

NDoN, Sept. 27.—The Times’ special cor- 
respondent in Hamburg says:

WILL SOON BE OVER IN HAMBURG. 


Steady Decrease of New Cases and Deaths 
from Cholera. |

Hamsvura, Sept. 27.—The New York Her- 
ald’s European edition will publish tomorrow 
the following from its correspondent here: 

Seventy new cases and thirty-tive deaths 
were reported yesterday, of which six cases 
and ten deaths occurred previously.

There are twenty- 
eight from the Scandia and ten from the Bo- 
hemia. 

There are now on Swinburne Island thirty- 
two suspects and convalescents. At Camp 
Low there are no new cases and those in the 
hospital are nearly well. There have been no 
cases of cholera in this city since Sept. 20. 
The new cases on the Bohemia today are the 
first since Sept. 20. Eight hundred and twelve 
immigrants were landed at Ellis Island to- 
day from the Rugia, Wyoming, and Scandia. 
Col. Weber has started a fund for the relief of 
the immigrants who are left without means of 
support by the death of parents or husbands 
from cholera. The cabin passengers of the 
Normannia today presented Capt. Pebich 
with an engrossed testimonial and a gold 
watch and chain.

EX-SURGEON-GENERAL HAMILTON, 


He Severely Criticises the Quarantine Reg- 
ulations at New York. 

Gen. John B. Hamilton, ex-Surgeon-General 
of the United States Marine Hospital Service, 
resumed his duties at the Marine Hospital 
here yesterday, after having been for two 
weeks in New York aiding in suppressing the 
cholera. Gen. Hamilton had much to criti- 
cise in the qusrantine regulations as conduct- 
ed by Dr. Jenkins, the health officer at New 
York. He believes the only proper way to 
handle the disease is to permit the govern- 
ment to have entire charge of the quarantine 
regulations.

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| MYSTERY CLEARED UP

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AN ITALIAN CONFESSES A MURDER 
DONE TWENTY YEARS AGO, 


Admits That His Family Killed an Assist- 
ant Crown Prosecutor at Bologna—An- 
other Marder in Berlin Aseribed to 
„Jack the Ripper ”—Count Trent, a No- 
ble Dutchman, Arrested in London for 
Swindling and Assaulting Women He 
Was Engaged to Tutor for the Stage. 


[SPECIAL CABLE | 
Max, Sept. 27.—A long-term convict has 
just confessed the murder of W. Cavagnati, a 
famous lawyer and assistant crown prosecutor 
in Bologna, who disappeared. mysteriously in 
July, 1872, Cavagnati at that time left Bologna 
in the evening to visit in Plaisance the family 
of his betrothed. Neither he nor any of his 
luggage was heard of or seen afterward. The 
Cavagnati family offered a large reward for 
information as to his ee and 
throughout Italy the police wor ard on 
the case for months. They discovered that 
Cavagnati’s mistress had been the daughter of 
a master workman in 4 but, as she 
and her family could not be fouad. it was 
impossible to connect her with any erime 
of which the tawyer might have 
been the victim. The family were 
supposed to have gone to the United States. 
Once it was reported that they had been seen 
in New Orleans, but detectives who went to 
that city could find no traces of them. The 
confession of the long-term convict, the 
brother of Cavaguati’s mistress, confirms the 
suspicions of the police. When the family dis- 
covered her relations to the lawyer, the 
brother says, they compelled the girl to lay a 
trap for him. She wrote him that she would 
meet him at the San Malmo gate late on a 
certain night. Her brother and father went 
in her stead, overpowered Cavagnati, and the 
resent convict strangled him while the other 
Id him down. Cavagnati’s body and hand 
luggage were buried by them a short distance 
from the San Malmo gate. Cavagnati’s skel- 
eton has been found at the place indicated by 
the convict. 


JACK THE RIPPER MAY BE IN BERLIN 


Another Crime Like Those in Whitechapel 
Brought to Light in the German City.

Beriix, Sept. 27.—The dead body of a 
woman of the town was found today in a sand- 


pit, near the Spandauer Bock Brewery, near 


Charlottenburg. The woman had been 
strangled and then mutilated in the same 
manner as the victims of Jack the Ripper.“ 
This is the second crime of the kind com- 
mitted in Berlin recently. In the other case, 
some months ago, the dead body of a fallen 
woman was found tied in a bag in a back yard 
of the Wilhelm strasse. This case has never 
been cleared up. No trace of the murderer in 
the case of yesterday has been found. The 
expertness-shown in the work of mutilation 
has aroused the old apprehension that Jack 
the Ripper is in this city. 


COUNT TRENT BROUGHT TO TIME, 


A Noble Dutchman Arrested in London 
for Swindling Young Women. 
ISPECIAL CABLE. ! 

Lonpon, Sept. 27.—Count Trent has been 
arrested for swindling and assaulting young 
women whom he had agreed to prepare for 
the stage. Count Trent comes from the noble 
Dutch family of Van Barneveldt. Upon ar- 
riving in London about ten years ago he dis- 
carded his family name, and under the as- 
sumed name of Trent has since carried on 
successfully numerous questionable enter- 
prises. He is married and has children, he is 
an expert linguist, and his fine presence and 
pleasing address have attracted victims to him 
by the hundreds. The Count’s theatrical swin- 
dle was conducted as follows: He advertised 
a school for acting, in which young women 
were said to be prepared for the 
stage in a few weeks. He assured 
positions to all his pupils, and gave numerous 
bogus references. A young woman who ap- 
plied for instruction paid 410 or £15 in ad- 
vance, something more fora worthless cos- 
tume, and was then notified to call at certain 
houses to receive her lessons, At the lessons 
the Count gave her some simple song to sing, 
taught her one or two elementary steps, and 
then began to embrace her and kiss her. If 
the young womancame again the Count made 
still inore questionable advances until she left 
in disgust. The police find that the Count 
had at fewest 150 such victims in London, and 
they surmise that perhaps 200 more from the 
provinces have been plucked at his theatrical 
agency. 

How Dr. Heron’s Wife Died. 

The Morning publishes the following details 
of the death of Dr. Heron’s wife in Jamaica 
and of the inquest in her case: 

Dr. Heron was well known in Manchester and 
Mandeville, Jamaica. He was District Medical 
Officer of Health in Manchester in 1889 to 1891. 
His wife was 27 years of age. The night of her 
death a report was circulated in Manchester that 
her husband had sent to a dispensary for a mor- 
21 composing draught, but that the dispenser 

ad sent prussic acid by mistake, the result being 
that Mrs. Heron died. Thé date of her death was 
Saturday, Aug. 13. 1891. Next day (Sun- 
day) Dr. Heron contradicted the 
report and stated that he had ven his 
wife an overdose of morphia in error. he pub 
lic became suspicious and demanded an inquest. 
The post-mortem examination of the body of Mrs, 
Heron revealed very little. In the body there 
was found one and one-tenth grains of prussic 
acid, but no morphia or other poison. Mr. Pal- 
ache, representing the government. demanded a 
verdict of prussic acid poisoning. The Coroner 
said that tne only verdict could be death from an 
overdose of morphia. The verdict of the jury 
was We are of the same opinion as four hours 
ago, that Mrs. Heron died from natural causes.”

ERNEST DAUDET’S NEW PLAY. 


“A Parisian Drama” Presented in Paris— 
Its Plot Is Badly Planned, 
iSPECIAL CABLE. ! 

Panis, Sept. 27.—The New York Herald’s 
European edition will publish tomorrow the 
following from its correspondent here: 

The first performance of “A Parisian 
Drama was given today at the Gymnase. 
The play, which is in four acts, is by M. Ernest 
Daudet, the brother of the great romance writer. 
The one cannot be confounded with the other. 
The piece is quite dramatic, and the play is 
rather a surprise at the Gymnase, where 
comedy has been the rule. Here is the plot: 
Count Vegan was found murdered at his own 
house. A demi-mondaine, Rose Morgan, is 
accused of the crime. She was the mistress 
of the Count and wanted money. The first 
act takes place in the sacristy of 
a church. After the sermon by the cele- 
brated Dominican Vignal two women appear 
to make a confession. One is the Countess 
Vegan, the other Rose Morgan. The Do- 
minican hears the two women. The second 
act comprises the scene of the crime and the 
arrest of Rose Morgan. In the third act is 
the trial, which has become a cause célébre, 
Just at the close the Dominican arrives 
and declares that Rose Morgan is not guilty. 
The Judge demanas the proof, but the priest 
replics that it is impossible, for it is a secret 
of the confessional, but he swears that Rose is 
not guilty. The scene is a beautiful one, the 
struggle between the priest and the Judge ris- 
ing to the degree of grandeur. The play is 
written just for that scene. The Dominican 
makes a speech convincing the jury, and Rose 
is acquitted, 

But who did commit the crime? Did 
Countess Vegan kill her husband because she 
was jealous? The Dominican knew since the 
confession in the first act, but the public 
would not know until in the fourth act if 
tne plot had been well pianned, But from 
the beginning they see through it because the 
plot is bad. The success of the drama was 
very inefficient and was redeemed only by 
some pathetic passages. It is ible, how- 
ever, that it will succeed with the dull minded 
public, for it will have a peculiar interest for 
people without literary taste. 

It is not worthy of the Parisian stage. A ru- 
mor had been circulated that the play wouid 
present a historical personage well known in 
Paris, the old confessor of the Empress Eu- 
génie, now a layman once more. There is 
not the shghtest allusion to him in the piece.

TO INCREASE THE STOCK ASSESSMENTS, 


The State Board of Equalization Takes Up 
the Pullman Car Company Case. 

SprinGcriz.p, III., Sept. 27.—| Special. |— 
At today’s meeting of the State Boaid of 
Equalization Mr. Craske introduced a resolu- 
tion, reciting that the Pullman Palace Car 
company having failed to make a special re- 
port concerning -their assessments, as re- 
quested by the board, and that according to 
the company’s returns the capital stock is 
fixed at $30,000,000, an increase over last year 
of $5,084,400, and that last year they claimed 
property located out of this State valued at 
$32,150,487, and this year they claim prop- 
erty valued at $38,541,242.32, an increase 
of $6,390,755.32, and being  $1,357,365.32 
in excess of the increase in their cap- 
ital ‘stock, and that the company in 
reply to the request of the board say they 
cannot say what they pay for taxes in each 
separate State, etc., but that it is at least 
$300,000, and that at the 1891 meeting of the 
board the Capital Stock committee fixed the 
capital stock at $24,965,000, which the commit- 
tee valued at $156 a share, or a total value of 
$38,946,336, which, after deducting $32,150,487 
for property outside of this State, left $6,7%5,-

foundry and manufacturing stock, leavin 
$6,195,849 assessable in this State, an

$30,000,000, worth $133.33 1-3 a share; that its 
stock sold in the New York markets in May 
and August of this year at from $190 to $197 a 
share; resolved, that the Capital Stock com- 
mittee is instructed to value the company’s 
stock at $190 ashare, which fixes the total 
value at $57,000,000, on which to base this 
year’s assessments. 

Mr. Craske, in moving the adoption of the 
resolution, said that he meant to cast no re- 
flections on the honesty or the competency of 
the Capital Stock committee, but he thought 
the subject one of enough importance to de- 
mand the attention of the board. 

Mr. Taylor remarked that the sale of a 
small amount of the stock of so large a cor- 
poration as the Pullman company was not a 
proper index to the value of all the stock of 
the company, as a large sale might greatly 
depress the stock in value. He moved that 
the resolution be referred to the Capital 
Stock committee. After a parliamentary 
wrangle of some length Mr. Taylor’s motion 
to refer was carried, Mr. Craske being the 
only member voting in the negative. 

Mr. Jones moved that the Capital Stock 
committee be instructed to make a special re- 
port regarding the assessment of the Pullman 
company. Several members opposed the 
motion. 

1 do not think there is any reason 
for asking the Capital Stock committee 
to make a special report regardmg this 
corporation,” said Mr. Blodgett. ‘The 
Pullman company is certainly a manu- 
facturing company. It manufactures 
all the cars in its owu service, and also man- 
ufactures cars for others. From this cry that 
has-been raised against the Pullman com- 
pany it seems to me that they have been 
singled out as a target at which all the bad 
blood and venom have been directed.

CHOLERA AN INTERNATIONAL CRIME. 


So Says Dr. Brower in a Lecture at Rush 
Medical College. 

“ Defective sanitation is an international 
erime, said Dr. Daniel R. Brower last even- 
ing in his lecture on cholera before the faculty 
and students of Rush Medical College, and 
Her Majesty the Queen of Great Britain and 
Empress of India is largely responsible for 
the existence of cholera on account of the ut- 
ter neglect of sanitary laws in India, where 
cholera thrives.”’ 

Nearly a thousand people listened to Dr. 
Brower’s lecture, and the members of the 
faculty gave marked attention to every word 
uttered by their eminent associate. 

He gave the early history of cholera. It 
was one of the dreaded enemies of mankind 
400 years before Christ was born. The mouth 
of the River Ganges has always been the great 
hotbed of the germ. There heat, moisture, 
and filth abound and these things are the 
great fertilizers of the germ. 

“Stanhope, the journalist, is a hero. He 
has taken a fearful risk to prove that cholera 
can be prevented by inoculation. He has 
done much to popularize inoculation, and 1 
shall recommend that method of preventing 
cholera infection in future. I cannot praise 
Stanhope too highiy. He has done something 
none of us would dare todo. He has risked 
his life to accomplish something that will 
benefit the human race. Stanhope is a hero.”’ 

Yesterday was the fiftieth anniversary of 
the opening of the college and Dr. Brower ac- 
cepted a favorable opportunity to tell of its 
brilliant history. Five thousand physicians, 
scattered to the corners of the earth, possess 
its diplomas. Its graduates have become 
famous. Its record is remarkable. He told 
about the plans of the new laboratory to be 
built across the street from the college. This 
laboratory is to be largest in America.

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NEGLIGENCE IN THE HEALTH DRs 
PARTMENT IS RESPONSIBLE

Makers Steal a March on the City. 


One of the worst features of the offenses 
avainst the public welfare is the amazing per- 
sistence of the offenders. The rendering es- 
tablishments are a case in point. Eternal 
vigilance in Chicago is and has always been 
the price of air unpolluted by their naus- 
eating stench. For more than twenty years 
the city has been endeavoring to suppress the 
ye Bridgeport’ nuisance. As far back as 1872, 
in the Mayor’s message read at the meeting of 
Dec. 2, is found the following:

and utterly indifferent to the suffering of the pub- 
ie thereby, and it is very difficult to make 
appreciate that they are creating intolerable nui- 
sances. Each stoutly asserts his innocence and 
denies the impeachment. They have been numer- 
ously prosecu indicted, and fined, and repress- 
ed toa certain extent. But so long as enormous 
and ever-increasing quantities of decaying ani- 
mal matter are permitted to be rendered in the 
city limits, in the summer season, just so long 
will the noxious effluvia be generated therefrom 
and be spread over the city by the westerly winds 
to suffocate and poison the people. This class 
of business should all be carried on at a consider- 
able distance beyond the corporate limits. 
Whatever methods science may devise for neu- 
tralizing those offensive gases, by means of fire 
or disinfectants, there will always remain, in 
vicious activity, the pecuniary interests of the 
proprietors to avoid expense and trouble, and the 
slothful carelessness of employés in using pre- 
ventive appliances. 


Difference Between Theory and Fact. 
Ever since the warfare has been continued 


with more or less vigor. Its success has been 


only moderate at best. The proprietors have 
been obliged to equip their establishment 
with “stench consumers.” No longer, in 
theory at least, do the noxious fumes from 
the rendering tanks pass up chimney with 
the smoke to be scattered to the winds. They 
are supposed to be condensed by cold water 
and 14 off witn the water into the sewers: 

All this is beautiful in theory, but in prac- 
tice it is adismal failure, The rendering es- 
tablishments, which ought to be removed far 
beyond the populous districts of the city, are 
still doing business at the old stand, and this 
summer the nuisance has been worse than for 
many years. At least a dozen times this 
summer the city has been afflicted by the un- 
bearable stench, which has extended even far 
up op the North Side. 

The explanation is simple. The Health De- 
partment has relaxed its vigilance and the un’ 
scrupulous stench-makers have taken advan- 
tage of its careless methods. 

f a citizen goes to the Health Department, 
either to protest against the nuisance or to 
gain information about the offenders, he will 
be referred to Charles G. Cobb as being the 
only man who knows anything about the 
matter. Mr. Cobb bears the title 
of Meat Iuspector and has been 
assigned for six years to the 
task of seeing that the stench is kept within 
bounds. He will say, as he did to a repor 
for Tue Tripung, that the stench does n 
come from the rendering establishments; that 
it comes from the canneries on Goose Island., 
and that *‘ barring accidents or the negligence 
of the employés,”’ odors cannot escape from 
the rendering-tanks because they are supplied 
with condensers. 

Mr. Cobb will also add that just at present 
he has additional duties and is not able to 
exercise the unceasing vigilance that he has 
in past years. 

Further the Health Department sayeth not. 

Where Cobb Hits the Nail. 

“ Barring the negligence of employés” 1s 
the most important of Mr. Cobb’s statements. 
It coincides to a nicety with the statements of 
the unfortunate residents in the vicinity of 
the tanks, who speak of the unbearabieness of 
the stench ‘‘ when the tank valves are opened. 
Here is where the unscrupulous stenchmaker 
takes advantage of the negligence of the 
Health Department. His employés are in a 
hurry to got through their work and get away 
to less odorous regions, Instead of waiting 
for the noxious vapors in the tanks to con- 
dense they hasten matters by opening the 
valves. The stench confined by pressure 
rushes into the air. The wind takes it up and 
carries it over the city. It travels, maybe, 
miles, and then settles down to nauseate 
people and drive them. within closed doors 
and windows. 

The prevailing winds in the summer in Chi- 
cago are from the west and southwest. That 
the stench does not pervade the down-town 
district every time there is a west or south- 
west breeze shows that the stench can be pre- 
vented from spreading broadcast over the 
city. The further fact that the stench is m- 
variably let loose at night when the one 
Health Department inspector is off duty at 
home shows that the unscrupulous stench 
manufacturers choose this time to save a few 
hours and a few dollars at the expense of the 
public health and comfort. 

In other words, the conclusion is plain that 
the worst features of the stench can be abol- 
ished. The conclusion is equally plain that it 
is the duty of the Health partment to see 
to it without loss of a day. 


PRETENUS TO SEIZE AMERICAN VESSELS. 


A Canadian Captain’s Statement of the ngs

Postmaster Sexton Welcomes the Coming 
of the Day When Every Man Will 
Have His Own Letter-Box and Points 
Out the Vast Saving of Time the Inno- 
vation Will Make—It Will Increase the 
Free Delivery District and the Number 
of Mails. 

The man who is in the habit of carrying his 
wife’s letters around in his coat pocket for 
three or four days before mailing them is 
about to lose the last excuse he ever had for 
getting out of such scrapes. Formerly there 
was a chance to say, Well, dear, I didn’t 
happen to pass a letter-box and forgot to drop 
it.“ Postmaster-General Wanamaker is after 
this man, and, as a convenience and as a nec- 
essary insurance of prompt handling of mail 
matter, he is going to have a box at the door 
of every house in the free delivery districts of 
the United States, from which letters will be 
collected by carriers and deposited at the 
postoffice. 

„ have not received official orders as yet 
regarding the house-to-house collection and 
delivery boxes for mail,” said Postmaster 
Sexton to a reporter for Tun Trrpunz yester- 
day, but I have studied the project to some 
extent and think that itis a grand move in 
the right direction. I suppose that my orders 
will come when the boxes are ready. 1 have 
come to the conclusion that these boxes, when 
thoroughly established, will save us at least 
25 per cent of the time now spent by the car- 
rier in his delivery, and this amount of time, 
when considered in the whole department, 
will be a big thing. Ifthe system is properly 
established it will give me the chance to in- 
crease my free delivery territory, which is an 
old-time demand. With this system in vogue 
and a free delivery, I could. easily do away 
with some of the fifty-eight postoffices in the 
Chicago district by a consolidation and estab- 
lishment of one Central station in the territory 
where these collections are being made. 

Five Stations into One. 

1 now have in mind five stations that 
could be merged into one if this system were 
in operation. They are Ravenswood, Buena 
Park, Summerdale, Argyle Park, and Edge- 
water. They cover a territory about four 
miles equare and could benicely handled from 
one station with a free delivery and collection 
from house boxes. As one instance on the 
South Side, I could consolidate Forest Hill 
Auburn Park, South Englewood, En lewood 
Heights, Longwood, Washington eights, 
Tracy, and Fernwood. By this house 
box system there are no delays. The minute 
the carrier looks at the box, which is supposed 
to be in sight of the sidewalk, he sees whether 
or not there is any mail in it for him by the 
appearance of an indicator, and when he 
places mailin it for the residents a bell is 
rung and the carrier leaves the mail matter to 
be taken out at the leisure of the resident. All 
this can be done without any expense to the 
government, and the time saved can be used 
for more deliveries or gre ee the territory 
for free delivery. Yes, indeed, I like the idea, 
and will be glad to push it to complete estab- 
lishment in Chicago.“ 

Postmaster-Geueral Wanamaker’s recent 
order for house boxes is creating no little in- 
terest here. Boxes have already been ordered, 
which will cost the person us.ing them $1 for 
as long as the box remains in position. This 
idea of house collections was tested recently 
in St. Louis with much success. Of course 
the chief reason why the new double service 
will be successful is that the householder has 
the advantage, as never before, of dropping 
mail at his door. ‘ 

Mall Will Be Safe. 

There are other important incidental advan- 
tages in the house-to-house collection system. 
The chief one is, perhaps, that the safety of 
the mail would be much greater. The chance 
of securing booty\ enough to pay for the risk 
would be too smal) for a mail-robber with 
. all the mail dropped at house 

oors, and the chance of detection would be 
practically sure. Street letter-boxes would, 
of course, be patronized just the same, but in 

a degree one hundred times smaller, perhaps, 

and the same reasons would — why it 

would not be safe for robbers to break them 
open. Another incidental advantage is that 
the revenues of the department would be in 
the aggregate much increased, as the test in 

St. Louis shows. 

A third advantage is that the householder 
would be able, through the medium of the 
carrier, to purchase stamps, 

It is expected the boxes will arrive in Chi- 
cago in the near future, and they will be 
See in position as rapidly as requested. 

hese boxes will by no means do away with 
the ordinary street boxes, for many of these 
will remain to be used, although some will be 
abolished,

JOHNSON RECORDS ARE IRREGULAR, 


So Member Thorne of the Racing Board 
Opines at This Time. 

The Racing Board of the League of American 
Wheelmen may not allow any of Johnson's rec- 
ords because, forsooth, they were made with the 
assistance of a horse for pacing purposes. The 
law reads that only such records as are made 
without adventitious aids shall be allowed by the 
board upon the proof being submitted that the 
times are authentic. According to the interpre- 
tation which William C, Thorne, the local mem- 
ber of the board, puts upon this rule the horse as 
a pacemaker is an artificial aid to a wheelma 
and therefore be thinks Johuson's claims shoul 
not be sealed with approval. The Minneapolis 
man applied for a place on the roll of honor and 
doubtless will be as much surprised as the bod 
of wheelmen in general to discover that thoug 
his performances are unequ they are not 
of record. 

“I only give itas my personal opinion,” says 
Mr. Thorne. that the claims will not be allowed. 
The other six members of thé raci board may 
disagree with me, but nevertheless : will contend 
that as we had in former years to make special 
provision for the acceptance of board track 
records, and until we did so they did not go upon 
the books. so we must decline to give Johnson 
record honors until we provide that the horse 
may pacea man. Such provision may be made, 
but in the meantime I, for my part, must confess 
that I do not see how itis possible to allow his 
records. inhere is no set of rules which abso- 
lutely governs the granting of records. Circum- 
stances regulate the action of the board in such 
matters. And yet I apprehend that Johnson will 
not be much the gainer for his late trials. How- 
ever, I may be wrong. My associates may think 
differently from me. A majority of the board 
will decide.”

There were few or no 
bets on Uncle John and consequently none of 
the usual demonstrations from the crowd. 
Tom Griffin, who rode Uncle John, said he 
wassure he had won, and Mike Bergen, who rode 
Bernardo, was as certain that he had lost. A 
newspaper man, who had a bet on Bernardo 
at 12 to 1, thought he was close anyway,“ 
but cashed his ticket after the race. Joe Me- 
Carthy, White Hat's“ bright boy, who was in 
the press stand, stood to win $1,000 on Bernar- 
do, straight and place. After the finish he 
asked: “I got second place, didn’t I?’ He 
had his doubts about Centella. He, too, 
cashed his tickets after the fearful decision. 
Mr. McGavock wobbled again in the same 
race when he allowed Matt Storn to use 
Zelasky as the rider on -Centella, the hot fa- 
vorite.

Aloha and Queenie Trowbridge, Both Hot 
Favorites, Were Beaten by Outsiders at 
Gravesend—Equity Easily Wins the 
Speculation Stakes—Wah Jim, Nomad, 
Osric, Mary Stone, and spartan Were the 
Other Winners—Wednesday’s Pooling 
and Entries—General Turf News. 

New York, Sept. 27.—[ Special, }-—-Owner 
and jockey John McCafferty gave the judges 
at Gravesend a set-back today. They sus- 
pended him yesterday because to their way of 
thinking his riding of Fred Taral was sus- 
picious. More than that they referred the 
race to the Board of Control for investigation.

An Incendiary Fire Consumes Its Stands, 
Club House, and Fences. 

Louisvititz, Ky., Sept. 27.—[Special.]— 
There was no game between Chicago and 
Louisville at Eclipse Park this afternoon, but 
there will be two tomorrow. About midnight 
last night a bright blaze was seen in the south- 
western part of the city, rapidly ascending 
until the whole sky was illuminated, It was 
the grand-stand, club houses, fences, etc., of 
the Louisville baseball park. Inside of an 
hour nearly all the woodwork connected with 


open seats, with a seating capacity of 
1,800, were alone saved and will do 
service to the end of the season. 


Ernest Phelps, the man who tends the ground, 
was asleep in the club house and would proba- 
bly have been cremated had not two men who 
live near by awakened him by throwing 
bricks on the roof. The fire originated at the 
main entrance of the park, and was undoubt- 
edly the work of an incendiary. There was 
an insurance of $4,000 on the grand-stand and $250 
on the clubhouse. At first it was thought 
best to finish the season at Indianapolis, 
but at a meeting held this afternoon 
the directors decided to erect a fence and 
play the nine remaining games in Louisville. Only 
a few of the uniforms were saved. All the bats, 
ete. belonging to the club were destroyed. Cana- 
van, Schriver, and Gumbert of the Chicago club 
left their uniforms at the park yesterday after- 
noon, and they were alsu burned. It is probable 
that new 4 more centrally located will be 
secured, for the matter was seriously considered 
before the opening of the present season 

President Stucky said tonight that the contract 
for new stands, etc,, would be let at once. It is 
not likely, however, that they will be erected be- 
fore next spring.

Yet Untried Experiments. 


To sum up the whole matter, the modern high 
building, composed of steel or iron frame in 8 
in brick or terra cotta, is as yét an untried experi- 
ment so far as its —— qualities are con- 
cerned. There is good ground for the belief that 
a covering of considerably more than four inches 
would be necessary to protect the frame from a 
severe blaze continu for any es length of

Insurance Notes, 


The second part of the Insurance Commis- 
sioner’s report of the State of Rhode Island. just 
published, is taken up with insurance other than 
tire. Twenty-seven companies transacted busi- 
ness in that State in 1891 and had in force at the 
end of the year 87,582 polices insuring $37,238,734. 
They received in premiums $1,275,697 and paid in 
losses 694. e assessment life companies 
wrote in Rhode Island 962 polices insuring $1,229,- 
150; collected in premiums $44,876 and vaid in 
losses $48,350. The accident and guarantee com- 
panies wrotein the State business upon which 
the premiums were $99,005 and paid losses to the 
amount of $19,494. The assessment accident com- 
panies had in force on the 3d of December. 1891 
in Rhode Island insurance to the amount of 
$3,453,200. The Columbia Mutual Life-Insurance 
company, with a capital of $100,000, and the 
Rhode Island Life and Annuity company, with a 
capital not to exceed ,000, were incorpora 
by the last Legislature, with head offices at

We have imported direct from England 
quite a number of different kinds of insurance, 
but forsome reason vehicular insurance has not 
been written on this side of the water yet. In 
London those owning carriages and teams — 
erally can insure themselves against loss by hav- 
ing topay for accidents occasioned by their ve- 
hicles injuring people on the street, either in 
running away or for, any other reason. The 
premium required is not large for carriages or 
light vehicles, but increases with the weight of 
the drays, wagons, or trucks used. The accident 
companies write this kind of business over there, 
and the same class of companies have from time 
to time proposed to do so in the United States, 
but as yet have not inaugurated it. 


The edict of the Secretury of War that all 
buildings at Fortress Monroe (Old Point Com- 
fort) be at once removed will hardly be carried 
into effect. It is not the first time that this 
threat has been to effect certain objects. 
The fire companies may perhaps run an addition- 
al risk until the order is countermanded, but 
there is no danger that there will not be hotels 
and plenty of other buildings on government land 
in that vicinity unless, perhaps, a war was to 
break out between our government and a foreign 
one. This method of talking through his official 
hat is taken to make the outsiders perform certain 
duties that they would rather avoid, but when 
they have performed them all will be again 
serene. 


The Lake Charles, La., Echo calls the recent 
action taken by the underwriters of New Orleans 
in taking Louisiana into the Tariff Association an 
outrage. It claims that while it is true that the 
fire companies have lost money in the State, it is 
really all to be charged up to excessive losses in 
New Orleans, and that the little towns are now 
being taxed heavily to make up what has been 
lost in the large city. The usual cure is pre- 
scribed for this kind of a case of congestion—the 
forming of a mutual company in which to put 
these risks. 


An English woman sued the Midland rail- 
way company for compensation for the loss of her 
husband, who was killed in an accident on that 
road, and recovered damages. Thereupon the 
company, which had sold him an accident insur- 
ance policy with his ticket, contended that the 
amount of this insurance should be deducted 
from the damages awarded, since if he had died a 
natural death the widow would have received 
nothing on a policy of that nature. The claim of 
the company was not allowed. 


The Provident Bounty Association of Lon- 
don, England, is prepared to insure married 
couples against twins and triplets. Parents who 
desire this kind of insurance pay in $25, and then 
in case of twins they will receive and in case 
of triplets $375. The officers of the association

COLLECTOR AMBERG REFUSES ONE 
0 THE GAELIC ATHLETES. 


Nothing Will Be Done, Says Deputy Bar- 
rett, Until Mayor Washburne Returns 
Opinion from the City Law Department 
That Ald. O’Brien’s Resolution Is Not 
Binding on the Chief of Police—List of 
Residents Who Are Opposed to the 
Games—Societies in the Association. 


Attempting to follow the supposed advan- 
tage gained in the Council Monday night rep- 
resentatives of the Gaelic Association called 
on City Collector Amberg yesterday and 
asked for an amusement license. Deputy 
Barrett refused the request. 

„Until the Mayor takes some action,” said 
he, or the order becomes alaw through his 
failure to act the Collector will not issue a 


license,”’ 

Corporation Counsel Miller said that he did 
not think the O’Brien resolutions would be 
held as binding on the Mayor or Chief of 
Police. They were simply resolutions and 
not properly an ordinance. If there were 241 
residents adjacent to the grounds opposed to 
the games as against 2,500 Gaelic members of 
an association scattered throughout the city 
the decision of the 241 residents would be held 
as final. The Council cannot inatruct the 
Chief of Police not to carry out the law, es- 
pecially in the face of such united opposition 
on the part of residents around the grounds. 
If the Mayor allowed the games to go on the 
property-owners would go into court and pro- 
cure an injunction restraining the Gaelic 
Athletic Association from holding the sports. 

After the Council adjourned Monday night 
the opponents of the games held a meeting in 
Charles F. Davies’ law office, where they 
sought legal opinion as to their rights and 
outlined a court campaign. 

Forces That Are Opposed. 

Two hundred and forty-one property-owners 
in blocks surrounding the square where the 
Gaelic Association football grounds are lo- 
cated appear as signers to the petition sent to 
Mayor Washburne requesting that the games 
be suppressed. On the other hand there are 
about 2,500 members of the Gaelic Athletic 
Association who maintain that the Mayor in 
sending the police to stop the games has in- 
terfe with the rignts of Americen citizens 
and they demand that the games be allowed 
to goon. While the members of the Gaelic 
Association have drawn up no formal petition 
to the Mayor they sent a delegation of twelve 
citizens living in various

TAKING A NEW TURN. 


| GRAND JURY TEMPORARILY DROPS 


M’DONALD AND WOODMAN, 


It Begins the Investigation of the Allega- 
tion That James Burke of Hawthorne 
Offeted $50,000 for the Closing of the 
Garfield Park Track—Corporation Coun- 
sel Miller’s Answer to the Bill for In- 
junction—The Piaintiff’s Evidence Prac- 
tically All In—City’s Plan of Defense. 


The grand jury gave its investigation a new 
turn yesterday. Temporarily dropping the 
Wood man-Me Donald end of the case it turned 
its attention to the allegation that James 
Burke of the Chicago Racing Association had 
offered to tarn $50,000 into the Republican 
campaign fund if the Gartield Park club’s 
track was closed. The foundation for this al- 
legation, it will be remembered, was the testi- 
mony of Mayor Washburne before Justice 
Blume, The Mayor testified that in the 
course of an ordinary conversation Chief of 
Police McClaughry told him that Burke of the 
Hawthorne track had made such an offer. 
The Chief, however, when put on the stand 
said that no such offer had ever been made, 
and that he was simply telling the Mayor of 
gossip that had come to his ears to the effect 
that the Hawthorne people would gladly give 
$50,000 to have the Garfield Park track closed. 
This difference of recollection concerning a 
conversation that had happened quite a while 
previously was distorted by the enemies of the 
Mayor and the Chief—and especially the Gar- 
field Park gang—into au attempt by Chief 
McClaughry to bribe the Mayor, and the giv- 
ing of the lie direct by the Chief to the 
Mayor, etc. 

That this construction was unwarranted was 
immediately apparent. Second thought 
showed that there was no substantial variance 
between the statcinents of the Mayor 
Chief.

RESORT FOR BLACKLEGS, 


The City’s Answer to the Garfield Park 
Club’s Bill for Injunction. 

Corporation Counsel Miller, on behalf of 
the city and Chief McCiaughry, filed an an- 
swer yesterday to the Garfield Park club’s 
bill for an injunction. The document con- 
tains practically nothing new, and the allega- 
tions are answered by a sharp lenial. It is in 


substance as follows: 
The answer starts out by a statement that pool- 
selling and bookmaking on horse races are ille- 

al, immoral, and contrary to the statutes of the 
State, as well as the city ordinances. An admis- 
sion fee was charged and thousands invited by 
the park officials to attend the races. The re- 
fusal of the pen 2 to grant a license to the club 
is admitted, and his refusal is explained on the 
ground that the Mayor knew that the club in- 
tended to carry on pool-selling and gambling in 
violation of the city ordinances. Notwithstand- 
ing the refusal the club persisted in racing, and 
for that reason arrests were made by the police 
of persons responsible for the violation of the 
city ordinances. It is denied that they were 
made for the purpose of persecution, and, it is 
claimed, they were justified by the Kenny or- 
dinance. 

Judge McConnell and Justice Glennon came in 
for their share of censure. The former's decision 
to the effect that the Kenny ordinance was void is 
said to be in error and contrasted with the court’s 
decision that the park people were violating the 
amusement ordinance.

With a Heart for Auy Fate They Continue 
to Render Decisions with Ease and Ce- 
lerity—How the Union Pacifié Got the 
Best of Its Competitors—It Is Ordered 
to Stop Its Tricky Practices—Railroad 
and Warehouse Commissioners Change 
Inspection Rules—Other Railway News. 


Notwithstanding the fact that the Western 
Traffic Association is about as dead asa door 
nail and no one of its members pays the least 
attention to the agreement, the High Five“ 

- Commissioners continue to render volumin- 
ous decisions and rulings, thereby attesting 
their great intrepidity in the tace of adversity. 
Yesterday Chairman Walker promulgated a 
lengthy decision convicting the passenger de- 
partment of the Onion Pacific of having will- 
fully violated the association rules. 

The ancientness of the subject and the 
length of the decision just rendered would in- 
dicate that the subject was an exceedingly im- 
portant one. No doubt the Rio Grande West- 
ern road had forgotten that it ever presented 
such a subject, but it will no doubt be grati- 

fied:to know that it has had such a good case. 
It is really surprising that so many of the 
roads should be anxious to sever their con- 
nection with an association by which their in. 
terests are looked after so clusely and guarded 
so vigilantly, and by which important decisions 
are rendered with so much ease and celerity. 

The Case in question is as follows: Last 
May the Rio Grande and Western railway ad- 
dressed a complaint to the Commissioners of 
the Western Traffic Association, charging in 
substance that certain passenger rates to and 
from points in Montana and the Missouri and 
points west of the Missouri River, duly es- 
tablished under the agreement of the Trans- 
Missouri Association, had been reduced by the 
Union Pacific without authority and in con- 
travention of the agreement of the Western 

."Lraftic Association. The rates in question 
were made by the Union Pacific to meet rates 
in effect by the Northern Pacific from St. 
Paul to Helena, Mont., the distance between 
which points is about the same as from 
Omaha to Salt Lake City by the Union Pa- 
eific. The local rate from Salt Lake to 
Helena’ is about the same as from St. Paul to 
Helena, and the Union Pacific, meeting the 
Northern Pacific rates and passing through. 
Salt Lake, gave the scalpers a great chance to 
manipulate the rates. 

The lines west from the Missouri River and 
connecting with the Rio Grande soon found 
that they could not sell any tickets to Salt 
Lake City and Ogden; that their tickets were 
issued through to Helena, Mont., and that 
the portions, Ogden to Helena, invariably 
found the way into scalpers’ hands. In this 
way lines working with the Rio Grande via 
Denver, Colorado Springs, and Pueblo were 
carrying Salt Lake and Ogden local pas- 
sengers on Montana tickets, thereby getting 
only about one-half of the revenue they were 
entitied to. Hence the complaint of the Rio 
Grande Western, which it took the High 
Five Commissioners from May 30 last until 
Sept. 24 to arrive at a decision. 

The ruling of the Commissioners is as 
follows: 

The Commissioners are of the opinion that the 
action of the compiler in striking the rules from 
the sheet (by order of the General Passenger 

nt of the Union Pacific) was unauthorized and 
illegal, and that the rate question invoived in 
this matter is subject to the rules and regulations 
of the Trans-Missouri River Association. and 
they therefore consider it their duty to order 
that the rule as shown in Utah and Montana rate 
— * No, 68 be restored, to take effect Oct. 10, 


Under existing circumstances it is scarcely 
probable that the Union Pacific will pay any 
attention to the order of the Commissioners. 


GRAIN INSPECTION CERTIFICATES, 


Rules Now Changed by the Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners. 

The State Board of Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners met yesterday afternoon at 
the Grain Inspection Bureau in the Insurance 
Exchange Building. I. N. Phillips of Bloom- 
ington and J. C. Willis of Metropolis were the 
Commissioners present. William H. Harper, 
William Dunn, H. F. Dowden, and several 
other members of the Board of Trade ap- 
peared and presented recommendations. The 
following rules were adopted, to become 
effective unless cause is shown why they 
should not at the next meeting of the board: 

The word New shall be inserted in each cer- 
tificate of isspection of a — harvested crop of 


oats until Aug. 15; of rye, until Sept. 1; of wheat, 
until Nov. 1, and of barley until May 1 of each 
ear. es 
, This change shall be construed as establishing 
new grades, for the time specified, to conform to 
the existing grades of grain in ail particulars, ex- 
cepting the distinctions between the new and the 
old e and shall apply to grain inspected from 
store fur two months after the times respectively 
above specified.. 

Northern wheat must be Northern grown spring 
wheat, sound and well cleaned, and must contain 
not less than 50 per cent of the hard varieties of 
spring wheat. 


GOULD LINES DECIDE TO WITHDRAW. 


_ Western Traffic Association Sure to Be 
Dissolved Oct. 11. 

At a meeting of the Missouri Pacific direct- 
ors heldin New York yesterday it was re- 
solved to give notice of withdrawal to the 
Western Traffic Association. The Wabash 
has also given notice of withdrawal, and it 
is understood that the Ufiion Pacific will take 
similar action in a day or two. These roads 
are all controlled by Jay Gould, and ‘their ac- 
tion confirms the reports that Gould’s feel- 
ings towards the association are not ofa 
friendly nature. No attention has been paid 

to the agreement by the Gould lines-ever since 
Mr. Gould was forced to discharge Traffic 
Manager Leeds for cutting rates. It is the 
opinion that Gould would have taken his 
roads out of the associauion before now had it 
not teen for his desire to get even with the 
lines which were instrumental in forcing 
Leeds’ discharge. Having failed to encom- 
pass the discharge of the Generai Freight 
Agent of the Burlington and officials of one 
or two other roads he no longer has any rea- 
son for avowing allegiance to the association. 

Any hopes that still existed of bringing 
about a reorganization or continuance of the 
association are destroyed by the action of the 

Gould lines, aud all that remains for the Ad- 
visory Board of Presidents and Directors to 
do at its meeting in New York Oct. 11 is to de- 
clare the association dissolved by mutual con- 
sent. Notices of withdrawal have now been 
iven by the Burlington, Northern Pacific, 
reat Northern, and the lines in which Gould 
is inte The Alton and Chicago and 
Great Western have never joined the combi- 
nation. It is hardly probable that any of the 
1 ads which have not yet given notice of with - 
drawal will consider it necessary to take 
formal action in the matter, as they will no 
doubt be absolved from further allegiance to 
the association at the meeting of the Advisory 
Board Oct. 11. 
. There is no immediate prospect of the or- 
nization of anew association, and all the 
— are preparing for a great war in rates. 
which is certain to be inaugurated as soon as 
the Advisory Board has perforined the tuneral 
services of the Western Traffic Association. 


To Reduce Expenditures. 

Torowro, Out., Sept. 27.—Sir Henry Tyler, 
President of the Grand Trunk railway com- 
pany, and party are here, having made a tour 
of inspection of the Grand Trunk system as 
far west as Chicago. Sir Henry said that they 
had decided to make several changes which 
would reduce the expenditure without impair- 
ing in any way the efficiency of the road.

THOSE WHO HAVE PASSED AWAY. 


Brilliant Railroad Career of the Late 0. 
H. Dorrance. 

Oliver H. Dorrance, for many years promi- 
nent in railroad circles, whose death was an- 
nounced Sunday, was boru in Amherst, Mass., 
May 4, 1838, the son of Dr. Gardner Dorrance. 
At aa early age he exhibited an interest in the 
railway and telegraph, then in its infauey in 
this country, and before his parents were con- 
scious of the fact had mastered the art of 
telegraphy, and had secured the position of 
telegraph operator at his home station, Attica. 
His promotion was rapid, and during the War 
of the Rebellion he was connected with the 
military telegraph and railway service, com- 
ing in close contact with many of the most 
prominent Northern Generals, especially with 
Gens. McClellan, Sheridan, Stager, Eckert, 
and Anderson, with all of whom he formed a 
lifetime friendship. 

He became connected with the Kansas Pa- 
cific road, and was subsequently promoted to 
the Superintendency of the Smoky Hill divis- 
ion, leaving that road in 1876 to accept a posi- 
tion of aster of Transportation on 
he International and Great Northern road 
in Texas, under the late M. 
Hoxie. He remained on different lines under 
Mr. Hoxie’s control until 1881, when he re- 
turned to the Kansas Pacific to accept the 
n of the Smoky Hill and Den- 
ver divisions. In 1884 he was transferred to 
Omaha and given charge of the Nebraska di- 
vision of the Union Pacific, resigning this po- 
sition in 1887 to accept that of manager of the 
Omaha Union Stock-Yards company. Early 
in the year 1887 he was prostrated by a long 
and almost fatal illness, from which his physi- 
eal stracture never fully recovered. For some 
time prior to his decease Mr. Dorrance had, at 
the solicitation of a prominent Eastern maga- 
zine, been working on a series of sketches 

eminiscent of his railway and telegraphic ex- 
perience, 


James S. Buck. 

MiLwaux EER, Wis., Sept. 27.— [Special.] — 
James S. Buck, the pioneer historian of Mil- 
waukee, died today, aged 80 years. He had 
been in feeble health for some months. Mr. 
Buck came to Milwaukee in 1837. He was the 
author of an interesting and reliable history 
of Milwaukee.and its early settlers, and also 
wrote Milwaukee Under the Charter.“ Six 
of the oldest members of the Pioneer Associa- 
tion will act as pallbearers at his funeral, 
which is to be held Thursday afternoon. 
Some years ago Mr. Buck made careful plans 
for his funeral and wrote two hymna to be 
rendered at his funeral. The hymns are enti- 
tled: ** We Do Fade as the Leaf and Shall 
I Be Remembered?” The title pagé bears the 
inscription: ‘** Composed expressly for the 
funeral service of e author, J. S. Buck, 
1877.“ In accordance with Mr. Buck’s ar- 
rangements, his old friend Chauncey Simonds 
will make a short address at the funeral. 


Margaret W. Aldrich. 

Warsaw, III., Sept. 27.— |Special. |—Mrs. 
Margaret W. Aldrich, wife of the late Mark 
A. Alurich, founder of Warsaw, died today 
aged 80 years. She came here in 1831, taking 
up her residence in old Fort Edward, the only 
building that marked this spot. Her husband 
entered the land on which Warsaw is located 
and subsequently laid out the town. Mrs. 
Aidrich was a daughter of the late Maj. Wiik- 
inson, surgeon in the United States army.

YEAR’S WORK IN DISTRIBUTING TRACTS. 


Chicago Tract Society’s Colporteurs Circu- 
late 7,583 Volumes—Officers Elected, 
Two hundred ministers of the city of all de- 
nominations gathered at the First Methodist 
Church Monday in attendance upon the 
third annual meeting of the Chicago Tract 
Society. The chief business of the session 
was the election of the following pfficers: 
President, Homer N. Hibbard; Vice-President,

DISCORD OVER MUSIC. 


HAVLIN DOESN’T WANT HIS OR- 
CHESTRA INTERFERED WITH. 


But a Local Society, Which He Wishes to 
Enjoin, Makes Answer and Secks to 
Have the Bill Dismissed—A Cut in 
Prices Said to Be the Source of Trouble 
—Verdict for Damages Against William 
Goldie & Sons—Personal Injuries the 
Cause of Action—The Record. 

The Chicago Musiggi Society made answer 
yesterday to the bill brought by John H. Hav- 


lin, in which the latter seeks to enjoin any 


interference with his orchestra at Havlin’s 
Theater. Havlin alleges that the Chicago 
Musica] Society is a branch of the Knights of 
Labor and because some of the scene-shifters 
at the theater do not belong to the labor or- 
ganization the Musical Society is trying to 
make trouble by calling out the members of 
the orchestra. 

The object of the Musical Society is declared 
to be to unite the profession and protect its 
members; to regulate the prices of services 
and to promote the cultivation of the art of 
music. Ii is denied that it is the purpose of 
the society to dictate to any one in need of the 
services.of musicians; also that the society 
has been merged into or become a branch of 
the Knights of Labor. It has no connection 
whatever, it is said, with the Knights, and is 
under no obligations to the labor organiza- 
tion. 

About ten days ago complaint was made to 
the society that the members of the orchestra 
at Havlin’s Theater were not receiving sched- 
uled prices, Under the by-laws of the society 
the members of the orchestra were cited be- 
fore the board of trustees for a hearing. The 
society asserts that a court has no jurisdiction 
to interfere with the proposed investigation, 
nor to compel the performance by any in- 
dividual of a contract merely for personal 
oa The court 1s asked to dismiss the

Verdict for Heavy Damages. 

In the suit against William and Robert M. 
Goldie, which was on trial for several days before 
Judge Hutchinson, the jury yesterday returned a 
verdict of $20,000 for the plaintiff. The plaintiff 
is a married man and resides on Milwaukee ave- 
nue. The defendants are contractors, doing bus- 
iness as William Goldie & Sons. In the fall of 
1890 Werner was employed by the defendants as a 
carpenter to work on the Masonic Temple. While 
so engaged he fell from a scaffold a distance of 
twenty feet, and as a result both of his feet are 
partially paralyzed and be is otherwise seriously 
injured. He sought $25,000 damages on a claim 
that the defendants were responsible for a defect- 
ive platform. A motion for a new trial was en- 
tered by the counsel for defendants.

FAULTY LAWS IN NEW MEXICO. 


Gov. Prince Makes Several Recommenda- 
tions in His Annual Report. 

Wasuinatron, D. C., Sept. 27.—L. Brad- 
ford Prince, the Governor of the Terri- 
tory of New Mexico, in his annual re- 
port to the Secretary of the Interior, com- 
mends the action of Congress in creating a 
court of private land claims, but says that the 
law as tosmall holdings is faulty. Of the 
thousand of these small holdings in the Ter- 
ritory not one in a hundred, the Governor 
says, can be confirmed under the present law. 
One especially unjust feature is the residence 
requirement and another is the eleven 
ieague clause. The Governor is of the opin- 
ion that the whole course of legislation on 
these subjects is wrong; that the United 
States never owned an acre of these lands, 
which were in possession of individuals under 
the Mexican Government, and that in the de- 
termination of the boundaries of the public 
domain the government should have been 
treated like any other land owner, and not 
have been allowed by its general claim of 
ownership to menace and throw a cloud on in- 
individual titles. 

The Governor urges the passage of the bill 
before Congress having for its object the rem- 
edying of the evils complained of. The Ter- 
ritorial indebtedness March 6, 1892, aggregat- 
ed $864,806, whichis a slight decrease from 
the year previous, During the year 408,932 
acres of the public lands have been disposed 
of. Of this number 150,248 acres. were rail- 
road selections, 209,150 homestead entries, and 
34,331 deseit land entries. There are now 
open to public seitlemeut in the Santa Fé dis- 
trict nearly 11,000,000 acres. Rapid progress 
is being made in irrigation and several large 
com panies have been incorporated during the 
year. There has also been rapid and impor- 
tant improvement in agricuiture and horti- 
culture, the advance during the year, the Gov- 
ernor says, has been marvelous. 

Cattle-raising has not been specially pros- 
perous, although the sheep industry has 2 
prosperous and profitable. Mining, on the 
whole, is said to be in a flourishing condition, 
especially coal mining. The progress of pub- 
lic education during the last year, the Gov- 
ernor says, has been extremely gratifying and 
has exceeded the most sanguine hopes. The 
Governor, in closing his report, again urges 
the early admission of New Mexico into the 
union of States. 


MUST ABSTAIN FROM TOBACCO. 


Pointed Questfons Asked a Candidate for 
Methddist Clerical Honors. 

MitwavukkseE, Wis., Sept. 27.—[Special.]— 
The question, Willi you wholly abstain from 
the use of tobacco?“ is now asked every candi- 
date for orders in the Methodist Church. 
Monday when the matter of adinitting a local 
preacher was under consideration at the Meth- 
odist conference the Rev. Mr. Evans asked 
that the candidate be pledged to abandon this 
habit, adding that he knew him to have been 
a smoker in the past. This Jed to a discussion. 
Presiding Elder Bosworth stated that though 
his olfactory sense was very keen he had nev- 
erdetected any odor of ‘tobacco while in the 
company of this candidate. The Rev. Mr. 
Coleman of Fond du Lac declared that it was 
astonishing to see how the tobacco habit per- 
verted the moral character, and he wanted a 
positive pledge of abstinence, By general 
consent the matter was left to the Committee 
on Examinations.

LINE OF MARCH DECORATED, 


——— 


They Think Michigan Avenue and Grand 
Boulevard Should Be Appropriately 
Draped for the Dedication Ceremonies

will pass. It is along these driveways that 
the distinguished guests from all parts of the 
United States and foreign-countries will ride. 
The effect of adequate decoration of an artis- 
tic character will avail more than the money 
expended on bunting in the business center. 

Other officials agree with Secretary Dickin- 
son. They think that the most effective way 
to impress the people who will be in Chicago 
Dedication day will be to have the route of 
the procession exemplify the spirit of Chicago 
so far as decorations are concerned, More 
people will see these avenues than any other 
thoroughfares in the city. They will form 
their opinion of the degree of enthusiasm ex- 
isting in Chicago by the display of bunting.

TO DISCUSS CITY GOVERNMENT, 


Project for a Novel Congress for the Ex posi- 
tion—Preliminary Address,

in the preliminary address, which he issued 


yesterday, that—- 

The importance of such a meeting, attended by 
representative men, cannot be overestimated. 
all the great practical subjects which are now 
engaging the attention of leading thinkersin all 
countries none is more vital than that of the 
evils and the means of city government. The 
phenomenal growth of cities in recent years adds 
to the importance and gravity of the problem. It 
is —— emphasized by the extensiveness, 
the/corruption, the inefficiency, and general mis- 
mahagement of the government of many of the 
leading cities of the worid and the consequent 
increase in themof crime, lawlessness, disease, 
insecurity, and danger. Much can be gained by 
careful considerauop and consultation concern- 
ing the means by which the safety and comfort of 
city dwellers can be secured. 

The progress of civilization is continually af- 
fording new opportunities and stimulating new 
experiments. New methods and systems of gov- 
ernment have been tried in different cities 
throughout the wofid; and to place the results of 
such practical tests within the knowledge and 
reach of all, to afford an opportunity for the pres- 
entation and consideration of new and untried 
theories is among the great objects to be attained 
by the proposed world’s congress on the govern- 
ment of cities. 

For the proper presentation and considera- 
tion of all phases of this question Juage 
Gresham says addresses and discussions will 
be provided. He adds that the Chicago com- 
mittee having in charge the program for this 
congress desires suggestions as to what topics 
shali be discussed, Twenty-six subjects relat- 
ing to municipal government are set forth in 
the address.

CLEVELAND WAS A BIT SLOW. 


When He Needs Western Votes He Ap- 
proves of the World's Fair. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 27.—[Special. ]— 
Candidate Cleveland’s approval of the World’s 
Fair will doubtless be gratifying to the friends 
of that enterprise. There was a timo when a 
hint from Mr. Cleveland to his party follow- 
ers was sought and sought in vain. Now that 
he is seeking to coax votes in Illinois and the 
West he finds it convenient to administer a 
stinging rebuke to his party for the course it 
followed in Congress. This rebuke should 
have come months ago. What the World’s 
Fair got from Congress was not due to any 
help from Mr. Cleveland or his supporters. 
The conspiracy of Speaker Crisp, Holman, 
Memillin, and other mocratie leaders to 
prevent the will of the majority in the House 
in voting the $5,000,000 appropriation from 
being carried out was only partially success- 
ful. Ultimately it broke down because they 
had brought Congress to the verge of legisla- 
tive anarchy and were not willing to accept 
the responsibility for their own course. But 
even in the compromise on $2,500,000 there 
was nothing to show that the Cleveland in- 
fluence was at work. To those who know all 
about the fight for the Fair in Congress it is 
therefore an agreeable surprise to learn that 
Mr. Cleveland so fully appreciates the broadly 
national character of the Columbian Exposi- 
tion, and that six weeks before election he 
censures his own party by implication for its 
unfriendly policy. Itis under a Republican 
national administration, a Republican Senate, 
and a united Republican minority in the 
House that the efforts of the government have 
bven made commensurate with the grandeur 
of the event. While it is pleasing to know 
that in this matter, as in some others, Mr. 
Cleveland is more of a Republican than a 
Democrat, it is none the less a pity that his 
sentiments were not made known in the hour 


of need.

A Novel Structure to Be Erected in the 
Vicinity of the Stock-Yards, 

A company has been formed with a capital 
of $150,000, which proposes to erect a rather 
novel structure at Layton and Halsted streets 
in the vicinity of the Stock-Yards. They pro- 
pose to build there a large natatorium, the 
peculiar feature of which is that it may in the 
winter be converted into a theater. The 
northeast corner of Layton and Halsted 
streets, 128x125 feet, owned by John Brenock, 
will be the site of the building. Mr. Brenock 
puts in the property at $30,000, taking a por- 
tion of his pay m stock in the new enterprise. 
John J. Walsh is one of the chief movers in 
the matter. The ptans have already been 
drawn for the building and it is expected it 
will be ready for use next spring. 

The Welisburo Hotel company has been 
formed to erect. a building at northwest 
corner of Calumet avenue irty-first 
street, The lot is 54x100 feet and has been 
leased by the estate of Edward Wells for 
ninety nine years, on a busis of 6 per cent on 
$00,000, This makes a notable transaction, as 
it established a frontage value for Calumet 
property of $926 a foot, which is well beyond 
any prices that have been inade in the vicinity 
before. The building will be four stories, of 
stone and brick, and will cost $64,000. It will 
be used for hotel purposes next year, and 
probably after that rented as flats.
